receiving, by an application executed by an operating system, a plurality of operating 

parameters having values describing a plurality of different types of resources of a 
client device; 

determining a value representing a porformanoo moasuro an estimate of current load on 
the client device based at least in part on a combination of the plurality of 
operating parameter values describing the plurality of different types of resources 
of the client device;

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Argument: The "task resource utilization vector" disclosed in Culbert stores records that 
contain: 

1. "quantities of system resources that each task qualitatively prefers to utilize while 
executing on the processor" and 

2. "a run level that reflects the associated task's ability to perform its work when allocated 
the resources according to the particular task resource utilization record." 

(Culbert, Abstract.) 

The "task resource utilization vector" as disclosed in Culbert does not map "estimates of load on 
the client device to levels of throttling" as claimed. None of the values in a record of the "task 
resource utilization vector" correspond to as "estimate[s] of load on the client device." 
Therefore Culbert does not disclose the claim limitations: 

1. "examining a representation of a mapping of estimates of load on the client device to 
levels of throttling, wherein each tuple in the mapping maps a particular estimate of load 
on the client device to a particular level of throttling" and 

2 . "identifying a tuple of the mapping for which the particular value of the estimate of load 
on the client device matches the estimate of current load on the client device 
corresponding to the value assigned to the usage variable" 
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
